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Response to Arguments 

1 . This Response to Arguments is in response to the amendment filed March 15, 
2007. 

2. Claims 3-12, 14-21 , and 23 have been examined and are pending with this 
action. 

3. The applicant(s) argue that the Examiner bridges substantial gaps as between 
the claimed methods and Franklin et al. in asserting that Franklin et al. meets the 
"functional requirements" of a selection matrix. The applicant(s) give an example to 
argue that Franklin et al. provides an unchanged conventional practice in that Franklin 
appears to require each gift to be placed in a shopping cart for each recipient wherein 
the present invention requires only one gift identified within the selection matrix with one 
or more identified recipient. 

The applicant(s) give no support for this assertion of Franklin et al. by specifically 
pointing out any citations in the reference. Furthermore, the claimed limitation does not 
exclude the conventional shopping cart for each recipient because the claimed limitation 
does not specifically recite that only one gift item is presented. On the contrary, the 
claims recite, "gift items" and "gifts" (emphasis added). Even still, what is displayed to 
the user on a user interface or a GUI does not render the invention novel because the 
interpretation is merely subjective. 
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Franklin clearly teaches that a "list" of product is displayed to the consumer to 
confirm purchase (see col. 27, lines 34-36), wherein this list is sorted by merchants (see 
col. 27, lines 41-43), wherein the list is further sorted into subgroups of payment 
methods (see col. 27, lines 45-48), and further subgrouped based on recipient (see 
col. 27, lines 51-60). This list of groups and subgroups clearly teach of a matrix. 

4. The examiner has earnestly re-examined the dependent claims to find any novel 
features that may be incorporated into the independent claim such that prosecution may 
be expedited. However, Franklin et al. and Chui et al. alone or in combination clearly 
teach all the limitations of the pending claims.
